‘Nonsense’ or Not, 


Adlai Got Action 


In his press conference Wednesday, 
President Eisenhower said that Adlai 
Stevenson's speech saying the Republican 
Party can’t exist half Eisenhower and half 
McCarthy was nonsense, but that Sen. 
Flanders, Vermont Republican, had done 
the nation a service in his Senate-floor ad- 
dress of Tuesday in which he accused Mc- 
Carthy of shattering the Republican Party 
to further his own political ambitions. 

If the President will pardon us, it seems 
to us that both Adlai Stevenson and Sen. 
Flanders said essentially the same thing. 
The Flanders. speech merely emphasized 
and confirmed everything that Mr. Ste- 
venson had said in Miami Beach. We don't 
think either one talked nonsense and we 
think both of them did the nation—and 
the President—a distinct service. 


The Republican Party can’t exist half 
Eisenhower and half McCarthy and Mc- 
Carthy has been trying to destroy the Ei- 
senhower wing and mould the party 
whose label he wears into a frightening 
symbol of himself and his ambitions. 


The President seemed angered by 
Mr. Stevenson’s speech on the new for- 
eign policy and the “New Look” mili- 
tary program. We are sure the President 
isn’t doing anything that doesn’t seem to 
him to be in the best interests of the coun- 
try. President Eisenhower is that sort of a 
man. He is our President, the only one 
we've got, and we are happy that he is a 
fine and honest man. And we are strong 
for him in that capacity. 


But the truth is the “New Look” and 
the new foreign policy, which grows out of 
the “New Look,” have never been ana- 
lyzed for the people.

And the fact that most avail- 
able military reports tell us not to place 
too much reliance on machines and gadg- 
ets, that the field soldier remains the basic 
strength of the future, and that the 
enemy’s tactics will determine the strat- 
egy, all make it necessary to tell us more 
about the “New Look” and the policy of 
“instant retaliation.” 

It was a fine and helpful press con- 
ference. 

It proved that the Eisenhower wing is 
determined to remain dominant in the 
Republican Party. McCarthy will not an- 
swer Adlai Stevenson—Vice President 
Nixon will. When he does, he will speak 
for the President and for the party.

Let’s Continue the War 
Against Loan Sharks 


Two Cobb County loan firms have en- 
tered nolo contendere (no contest) pleas to 
usury charges and have been fined a total 
of $8,000. The pleas, of course, amount to 
admissions of the charges and indicate 
once more the widespread abuse of Geor- 
gia law by certain lending companies. 

The Cobb investigations and indict- 
ments have served a useful public serv- 
ice. They point up the fact that the loan 
shark racket is general over the state. 
Enforcement authorities have made little 
effort to curb the evil, which flourishes 
under various disguises and sometimes in 
outright contempt of the law. 

The Cobb disclosures and the recent 
indictments in Fulton and other counties 
show the need for stricter controls on 
money lenders who operate outside the 
legal limits. Whatever subterfuges are 
used, the loan shark racket is a vicious 
practice that cannot be tolerated in a civi- 
lized state.

Let’s Set and Enforce 
Day Nursery Standards 


Wartime production demands created a 
labor market that put many mothers to 
work. The situation led some philosopher 
to say, with much truth, “This is a time 
when father is on the night shift, mother 
is on the day shift and the kids shift for 
themselves.” 

That last condition led to a new insti- 
tution, the day nursery, a commercial kin- 
dergarten to care for the children of 
working parents. Maintaining a decent 
living standard has kept many wives 
working. With many widows, and in 
other cases where the mother is the sole 
wage earner, any kind of a living means 
keeping a job. 

The number of nurseries has increased 
with the demand. Unfortunately, the 
quality has not risen with the quantity. 

Following a Women’s Chamber of 
Commerce check that showed most of At- 
lanta’s day nurseries inadequate, The Con- 
stitution made its own _ investigation 
through a survey by reporter Anne 
Gowen. 

Our own check corroborated the find- 
ings of the Women’s Chamber. 

With a few exceptions, Atlanta's nur- 

‘series are crowded, understaffed, poorly

housed and lacking a program that does 
anything: for the child. 

The blame can be split three ways— 
among the operators of the substandard 
nurseries, the parents of the children and 
the city and county agencies charged with 
inspection and enforcement of regulations. 

The operators must be made to see 
their obligation and then to meet it. Par- 
ents should choose with care in placing 
their children for the day. 


The governing agencies must have leg- 
islation and personnel that will enable 
them adequately to police nurseries. The 
same thing can be said for nursing homes. 


The population trend is such that at 
each end—childhood and old age—we 
have more and more people. Day nurseries 
and nursing homes for the aged we are 
going to have with us in greater numbers. 
We might as well move now to set the 
proper standards and to see that they are 
maintained. ‘ 


McCarthy Followers

Now that the Republican Party itself 
has spoken out on Joe McCarthy—through 
Sen.

least some of them from perishing. 


Musa Bey Alami is an Arab, the son of a family that had lived in 
Jerusalem for more than 900 years in harmony with their neighbors. But 
in 1948 there was the partition and fighting between the Arabs and the 
Jews, and world politics, too, and Musa Bey Alami became a refu- 
gee, one of the hundreds of thousands of the dispossessed. 


He fled Jerusalem and went to 
Jericho and left behind him cen- 
turies of tradition, his property 
and his law practice. His family 
was scattered and sought shelter 
in the Arab world and the refugee 
camps of the Middle East. 

A weaker man might have given 
himself up to mourning and lam- 
entation and self-pity. But Musa 
Bey Alami pitied others more than 
himself and out of his sorrow and 
courage came an idea. It was for 
a school extraordinarily like that 
Miss Martha Berry founded in 
the hills of North Georgia. The 
pupils were to be the waifs of 
the refugee camps, many of them 
were orphaned, and for none was 
there any hope. 

There was no money and no 
land. But Musa Bey found he could 
homestead the desert because no- 
body wanted it. There was no wa- 
ter there, there never had been 
and there never would be. Let the 
crazy man try. 

He tried, and with the help of an 
old drill found water. An Ameri- 
can oil company, impressed, sent 
him modern equipment, and then 
he had water in plenty. Two years 
ago his school received its first 
pupils. Like the students at 
Berry they follow a program of 
work and study, study and work. 
When they finish they will be lit- 
erate, and they will be able to earn 
a living.

This lawyer turned reclama- 
tion expert, both of the land and 
humanity, was in Atlanta recently 
after a day at Berry Schools. 

What he saw there fired his 
hopes and his ambitions. ‘‘Abso- 
lutely thrilling,”” he said of the 
Georgia school, and talked of plans 
for his own place. More fields, 
more students, and finally a girls 
school, and then a program to set- 
tle the graduates on farms of their 
own.

And the miracle for me is not 
what God can do in my own life, 
but rather what He wants to do 
and will do if I will accept Him 
and give Him a chance. 


But never until this week 


has a bill finally been presented to Congress to correct these inequi- 


ties and injustices. 


The average citizen isn't fa- 
miliar with the many benefits 
that are to come to him when the 
bill is passed and probably never 
will be till he comes squarely up 
against the contingencies that it 
is designed to meet. 

The Eisenhower administration 
and the Republican Party will de- 
serve great credit if the measure 
goes through both houses. 

The administration is concen- 
trating not on rates but on cor- 
recting mistakes and clarifying 
all sorts of decisions. The im- 
portance of this revision of the 
code to businessmen and tax law- 
yers generally can hardly be 
overestimated. It will be of tre- 
mendous value, too, to the staffs 
of the collectors of internal rev- 
enue, who have been obliged to 
follow rulings in some instances 
which they themselves recognized 
as inequitable but which they 
could do nothing to change, be- 
ing bound by previous interpreta- 
tion. 

There is included in the same 
general tax bill a number of new 
provisions, such as correction of 
the inequity in double taxation of 
dividends, and there are also 
some new rules on depreciation 
allowances on machinery and 


plants. Some of these will face a 
legislative fight, and there is 
certain to be an effort by the 
Democrats to tack on an increase 
in personal exemptions from $600 
to $700. This is opposed by the 
administration, because it is a 
phony move. It can hardly pro- 
duce any substantial benefit to 
the economy. 

It is a curious thing that the 
Democratic Party, which has ale 
ways had a conservative wing, 
should be lining up on the side 
which would propose an unsound 
amendment, such as the tax-ex- 
emption plan. This would cost 
the treasury $2,500,000.000. 

When risk capital is available, 
employment increases far beyond 
anything the tax-exemption plan 
can accomplish. The Communist 
and Socialist philosophies are 
conceded to be antagonistic to 
the private-capital system, but it 
is strange to note how often the 
Democrats in Congress take the 
anticapitalistic side of the argu- 
ment and how many times the 
Republicans appear as the stanch 
defenders of the system of free 
enterprise. Maybe the voters 
some day will learn to ask candies 
dates for Congress where they 
stand on such basic issues.

If the prisoners serve out their 
full sentences, they go back to so- 
ciety looking for jobs and are with- 
out supervision during the readjust- 
ment period. 

Parole safeguards society and 
helps the released prisoner. Ap- 
proximately 15 to 20 per cent of 
Georgia's prisoners are placed on 
parole, Pannell reported. Of this 
number, 94 per cent make good. 

For its own protection, society 
should help make good citizens of 
the 2,500 prisoners being released 
annually, the parole chief points 
out. He appeals to the people to 
help “‘those who have fallen to re- 
gain their feet.’’ More important, 
Pannell urges adults to serve as 
quiet counsellors when they see 
danger signals in a young person's 
life. 

As a postscript to the parole 
chief's remarks, we could note the 
Georgia State prisoners’ appeal in 
their prison publication—they want 
jobs after they have paid their debt 
to society. They don't want to have 
to steal for a living and return to 
prison.

Organized 
In 36 Weeks 


A new church a week for seven 
years. 

That's the record the Presbyte 
rian Church, U.S., has maintained 
since 1946, according to statistics 
made available by Dr. E. C. Scott, 


stated clerk and treasurer of the 
denomination's general assembly. 

In the last 36 weeks of 1953, 45 
new churches were organized, 
bringing the total of Southern 
Presbyterian churches up to 3,778. 

During the same period the 
church showed a net gain of more 
than 100 ministers, bringing the 
total to 3,073. A gain of 11,820 com- 
municants in the 36-week period 
brought membership to 756,866, not 
including ministers. 

The figures on church growth 
and membership are published an- 
nually by Dr. Scott's Office of the 
General Assembly, one of the six 
major agencies of the denomina- 
tion now located in the new Pres- 
byterian Center. 

Dr. Scott is working now on a 
230-page book giving statistics on 
all of the 84 presbyteries and 16 
synods (each synod contains from 
three to nine presbyteries) in the 
Southern Presbyterian Church. 

A book containing the minutes of 
the denomination’s 34th General 
Assembly will be released by Dr. 
Scott’s office in late May or June. 

Another publication soon to be 
sent out from the Office of the Gen- 
eral Assembly will be the latest 
of several revisions of ‘‘The Plan 
of Union,” the blueprint of a pro 
posed merger of the Southern, 
Northern and United Presbyterian 
churches. Almost 10.000 copies of

A ‘total of 632 ministers and layworkers are receiv- 
ing pensions today from the Presbyterian Church, U.S. 


The pensions are administered: 
by the Board of Annuities and Re 
lief, which now has an active 
membership of 2,456 ministers and 
lay workers participating in the 
pension program. ) 

The board, under the direction 
of the Rev. Wade H. Boggs, execu- 
tive secretary, was established in 
1940 to aid those church workers 
who are not covered by Social 
Security. 

Since then, the board has paid: 
over $2,000,000 to annuitants and 
has served 863 persons. The latter 
figure, broken down, consists of: 
408 ministers receiving pensions: 
from age retirements; 58 ministers 
who have disability retirements. 
301 widows and 9% orphans.
